Giraud Named 
Inspector ¢ General 


ALGIERS, April 9 (UP).—The 
French National Committee today 
stripped Gen. Henri Honore Giraud 
of his powers as commander in 
chief of the French armed forces 
and named him inspector general. 

Giraud was expected to see Gen. 
Charles De Gaulle, President of the 
Committee, tonight. There was no 
indication whether he would accept 
the demotion or would prefer to re- 
sign. 

The decree published today said: 

“1-—Gen Giraud is military ad- 
viser to the government. 

“2.—He will carry out the inspec- 
tions and missions confided to him 
by the President of the Nationa! 
Committee, the Chief of the Armed 
Forces. (De Gaulle). 


“3.—He will be a member of the 
Committee of National Defense. 

“4.—He will be obligatorily con- 
sulted on general questions of or- 
ganization, armament and employ- 
ment of land, sea and air forces, 
as well as.on the promotion of of- 
ficers and the appointments of 
high commands.”

HE report to the president by four stabi- 
™ lization agencies on a year’s experience 
with his “hold-the-line” order shows that 
We are conquering the threat of inflation de- 
spite continued sabotage of Republicans and 
poll tax Democrats. 

Those who oppose stabilization measures 
are not interested in the welfare of the 
country or the needs of victory. They speak 
for the war profiteers and play partisan 
politics. As the former Senator Norris said 
the other day, the Republicans put the wel- 


fare of their party above the interest of the 


country. 

Labor has viewed stabilization from the 
standpoint of the nation as a whole and 
favored holding the entire line, including 
wages. For that reason it was and continues 
to be, the President’s most consistent sup- 
porter for stabilization. 

Some newspapers’ have seized upon the 
report to the President to interpret it as a 
Blow against revision of the “Little Steel“ 
wage formula. This conclusion is absolutely 
unjustified.

= HIS Herald Tribune column Saturday, 
Walter Lippmann makes the point that 
President Roosevelt owes it to the country 
dio run again if the Republicans indicate that 
. 5 they will not live up to their responsibilities 
in this world crisis. 

Luppmann is probably trying to establisb 
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the rationale which would permit him to 
adopt the position already taken editorially 
by the Herald Tribune, that of support ty 
Dewey. 

The fact is, however, that there is no 
longer any if“ about the Republican Party. 
Whatever lingering illusions certain groups 
might have had about Wendell Willkie's 
ability to wrest leadership from the Hoover- 
Taft defeatists have been finally smashed. 

The Wisconsin primaries have fully ex- 
posed the fact that the GOP is thoroughly 
in the grip of men of the Zimmerman stripe, 
men whose thinking is dominated by the 
America First ideology. Willkie’s defeat 
leaves their control unchallenged. 

As for Dewey, he has amply demonstrated 
his political kinship to his mentor, Herbert 
Hoover. He has amply earned the tribute 
and the support given him by Gerald L. K. 
Smith despite his hypocritica] efforts to dis- 
associate himself from that fascist. 

No, there is no “if” about the GOP or 
about Dewey. With that unwarranted “if” 
knocked out, Lippmann’s suggestion that 
President Roosevelt ought to run again ex- 
presses the non-partisan character of the 
demand that the President remain in office. 

Earl Browder emphasized in his Detroit 
speech Friday that Mr. Roosevelt cannot be 
expected to decide himself if he should run 
again. He cannot seek the nomination nor 
can he campaign if he is given it. He is now 
carrying one of the biggest loads any mortal 
has ever assumed, Neither he nor the na- 
tion can afford a defeat if he should run. 
The implications would be too serious. 

Thus, the President must be drafted by 
the entire nation. The demand for his con-
